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AKRON, Ohio, Nov. 20.—Seeking further data 
concerning the mystery of the cosmic ray, Lieut. 
Commander T. G. W. Settle of the United States 
navy and Major Chester L. Fordney, marine corps 
mathematician, hopped off enroute to the strato- 
sphere ut 9:27 a.m. E.S.T. today and 47 minutes later 
were sighted near Alliance, Ohio. 

Their ambition is to ascend at least 36,000 feet 
above the earth’s surface. 

The commander slid feet first through the port- 
hole into the light metal gondola when the balloon 
was about 150 feet in the air after the takeoff. 

More than two tons of ballast was borne aloft, 
giving Settle much latitude in controlling the craft. 

Within 15 minutes after the takeoff, spectators 
had lost sight of the balloon in the haze. 

One scientific test which the officers had hoped 
to make, however, will not be carried out, due to the 
failure of a fresh supply of female fruit flies to 
arrive by air mail from Chicago. 

University of Chicago professors had asked the 
balloonists to take the flies into the stratosphere to 
determine whether the cosmic rays would have any 
influence on their sex. 

The supplies placed in the gondola included 
heating devices, cosmic ray apparatus in charge of 
Fordney, flying instruments, batteries, lead dust for 
ballast, wireless equipment and parachutes. 

The black and white balloon gondola was moved 
on a truck into the open field, the bulky envelope 
extending nearly 160 feet above.

WHAT IS NOT RECOMMENDED 


A majority of the Macmillan commission 
recommended the establishment of a cen- 
tral bank in Canada. Three of the five 
commissioners supported that blanket pro- 
posal, and said it should be done “forth 
with”. 

But there is no majority recommen- 
dation as to who is to own the central bank 
and run it. Two commissioners voted for 
a privately owned and operated bank. One 
wanted a Government owned and operated 
bank. The other two wanted no central 
bank of any kind. 

There is therefore nothing in the report 
that can be warrant, authority or cover 
for establishing a privately owned and 
operated central bank. That fact should 
be got and kept firmly in mind. No major- 
ity of the commissioners voted for any 
such thing. 

If the parliament of Canada should im- 
pose upon the country any such monstros- 
ity as a banker owned central bank it will 
have to do that “off its own bat” and 
accept full responsibility for doing some- 
thing the commission did not advise it to 
do, which in point of fact three of the five 
commissioners advised it not to do. 


EDMONTON NEEDS ITS HELP 


Tke Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 
has enced snother year of varied and suc- 
cessful activity, and enters upon the new 
year with high confidence of continued 
usefulness to its members and the com- 
munity in which their interests are staked. 

The City of Edmonton did not, like 
Topsy, just “grow.” It is here because the 
pioneer merchants and other businessmen 
of a frontier trading post banded them- 
selves together some fifty years ago into 
a board of trade, and pooled their energies 
and influence to build a city here instead 
of allowing it to be built somewhere else. 

They capitalized the long record of Fort 
Edmonton as a Hudson Bay trading sta- 
tion, took note of the favorable geographic 
location. and put their united effort into 
the project of making this the metropolis 
of the farther west. With what success, 
the present size, importance, prestige and 
recognized future of Edmonton are the 
proofs. 

There is plenty of constructive work 
still to be done in the interests of Edmon- 
ton and the vast region it serves, work that 
can be better done by an organization of 
local businessmen than by any other 
agency. and work that may not be done 
at all unless done by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. All the more when conditions are 
unfavoreble, the community needs an ag- 
gressive and purposeful board of trade. 

This week the annual round-up of mem- 
bers is being undertaken. Those who give 
their time and services to this community 
effort should get a welcome from everyone 
who is interested in a practical way in the 
stability and progress of the city as a busi- 
ness centre. The larger the membership, 
the more completely will the commercial 
and industrial interests of the city be rep- 
resented, and the greater leverage the 
Chamber will be able to bring to bear when 
matters of moment to Edmonton are at 
issue. 


GOING AND COMING 

If anybody in Canada has hoped that 
the fall in the United States dollar would 
weaken the deadly effectiveness of our 
Canadian tariff, he may as well abandon 
that treasonable hope. Press despatches 
are being sent out from Ottawa which give 
notice to all eoncerned that the importa- 
tion of from the United States will 
not be permitted, however far the US. 
dollar may fall. * 

It is explained that the Canadian tariff 
already averages so high there would be no 
advantage to anyone in buying United 
States goods, even at the nt depressed 
dollar price. Should the U. 8. dollar con- 
tinue to cheapen, the Government will in- 
tervene, put into force the hi-jacking pow- 
ers conferred upon the Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue, impose the “dumping” du- 
tics thus made ble, and hoist the price 
of im article to whatever figure 
may be upon, “It is easily done,” 
the despstches truthfully add.

cial prenouncements. Nobody who has fol- 
lowed its astounding career would expect 
anything else. 

At coy cost, the Canadian people are to 
be made to sustain all the adverse aonse- | 
quences of “sound” money and high pro- 
tection. They do not need further enlight- 
enment on that score. They know it only | 
tco well. The information has cost them | 
one billion dollars a year for three years 
running. 

Any other government Canada ever had 
would meet the fall in the United States 
dollar by cheapening the Canadian dollar. 
That would effectively block the importa- | 
tion of goods in excess quantities fram the | 
United States or elsewhere. But it would 
aiso give Canadian producers a chance to | 
sell their products in foreign markets from | 
which they are now barred, and from which 
they must be barred more and more com- 
pletely as the United States dollar contin- 
ues to fall. The Canadian people would in 
that case get an even break with competi- 
tors in their selling, and be no worse pen- 
alized in their buying. 

We have had governments who6e poli- 
cies clesed foreign markets against our 
producers, and other governments whose 
policies subjected Canadian consumers to 
hold-up. The present Governmentais pecu- 
liar to itself, in that it does both. By an 
unhappy combination of “sound” money 
policy and an unreasonably high tariff 
policy it has coralled and hobbled the peo- 
ple of Canada alike as sellers and as buy- 
ers. “Sound” money robs them when they 
sell, but tariff-juggling is to be used to 
prevent them getting the benefit of 
“sound” money when they buy.

The Passing Show 
By J. 8 COWPER 

Many people raised their eyebrows at reading of 
the arrangements whereby the corpse of Miss Texas 
Guinan the night club hostess for five days lay “in 
state", attired in white chiffon and bedecked with 
jewels for gaping crowds to see. Yet as a night club 
hostess she was a great person in ner country. Her 
appearances in the police court on charges of eell- 
ing liquor were given wide publicity. 

Some of the correspondents erred in their de- 
nunciation of the scenes at the funeral when one 
man and five women were injured and Yaken to the 
hospital, and milling crowds stripped the coffin of 
its flowers and turned the funeral service into a 
bear garden. Says one reporter: 

The most shameful and disrespectful scene 
that ever occurred in Weschester County. Callous 
spectators clambered atop the tombstones for a 
birdseye view and let go with a cheer for Texas 
when the hearse passed through the gate. 

Just as services in the vault were climaxing, 
an unidentified man darted in and snatched a 
wreath from the casket. As he held it triumph- 
antly aloft, the crowd surged forward, shouting 

for souvenirs. In less than a minute the casket and 
three cars bearing floral offerings were denuded 
of flowers as the officiaitng priest stood by 
aghast. 

All that seems very shocking to ordinary work- 
a-day folks leading quiet lives, but I doubt if it 
would have been shocking to “Texas” herself. Her 
whole life was lived in the fierce glare of publicity, 
to the noise of shrieking, boozey, squabbling crowds. 
Personally I think it was an appropriate end to her 
defiant roystering life. 

Why should not one die as one has lived. There's 
Something rather sickening at the spectacle of 
murderers, like the one in the Maritimes who rav- 
aged his victim, and set fire to her-body, from the 
scaffold exhorting young men to a life of piety and 
announcing that he “loved everybody.” There was 
one hardbitten newspaper reader who didn't feel 
flattered by his assurance of love. When I want 
piety I'll seek it from men of pious lives, not from 
frightened degenerates with ropes round their 
necks. I submit there was something very fitting 
about Miss Guinan’s farewell at the Gate of Heaven 
Cemetery. She went as she lived, in white chiffon 
and diamonds, with music and flowers, and the 
noise of milling crowds seeking souvenirs in her 
ears. 


There's a great gulf in manners between the cul- 
tured classes of the Orient and the rough and ready 
—especially rough—mannerisms of the self-made 
American millionaire. The difference seems to 
extend down to the pirates and racketeers of both 
hemispheres. ° 

On the same day last week two press despatches 
gave contrasting stories of manners. An A.P. des- 
patch told how nine Chinese pirates had boarded 
the coasting steamer Hsinping at Wenchow, as pass- 
engers, On the way to Shanghai they whpiped out 
guns, overpowered the officers and crew and seized 
the ship. After taking $15,000 in loot and having 
luncheon served fof themselves in the dining cabin, 
they handed the ship beak to the captain and took 
their departure in one of the ship's boats. At leav- 
ing, the leader of the pirates maded a graceful 
speech to the passengers, regretitng that he had put 
them to inconvenience and loss, and explaining that 
“pirates must live’—though the necessity isn't ob- 
vious. 

The C.P. despatch told of how some American 
racketeers had kidnapped Mr. L. Vernon Lawrence, 
mistaking him for his wealthy brother-in-law who 
they wanted to hold for ransom. Mr. Lawrence was 
out at sea before they discovered their error. Did 
they apologise? Not a bit. They shaved off his hair, 
plucked his eyebrows and extracted three of his 
teeth to punish him for locking like his brother-in- 
law in a bathing suit. 

The heathen Chinese has a lot to learn from his 
civilized brothers. 

Japan is likely to learn a lot from the hands of 
Russia or of United States, thinks Leon Trotsky. 
Japan is not disguising her war preparations. Her 
victory over China forty years ago and her sub- 
sequent victory over Czarist Russia, have given her 
a false impression of invincibility. Her national 
religion spurs her on to the dream of world con- 
quest 

Her people are being trained to meet air-raids 
The recent launching of a naval airplane carrier 
was made the occasion for great public ceremonies. 
Quite likely she has secret preparations. The ‘oil 
stores she had built at Yokohama were unknown 
until the earthquake of a few years ago uprooted 
the huge tanks and turned their contents into a 
fiery flood that swept down the harbor.

Since then the highest and noblest monu- 
ment of war has been erected by the Japanese 
outside Shanghai in honor of Eshita, Kitakawa and 
Sakue—now known as the Three Human Bombs,

Bombs the Japanese navy is now calling for volun- 
teers to become “human torpedoes.’ They are to 
steer a new type of torpedo and perith with it as 
it strikes the enemy vesse!. Japan is not conceal- 
ing her preparations for war

FIND OUT WHAT YOUR BLOOD PRESSURE IS 
Many people hear so much about high blood 
pressure that they decide that blood pressure must 


be a disease. A normal blood pressure is not a | 


@sease but is the best insurance for keeping young 


and living long as a blood pressure ranging from |

neys through the blood vessels, 
it would travel over five million 
miles. Part of the force which 
sends it coursing through the 
body comes from what we call 
blood pressure. Normal blood 
pressure in adults is around 130, 
and if the blood pressure is over 
140, this should be considered an 
indication that it is too high. 

You might not think that 
geography would have anything 
to do with high blood pressure, but such is the case. 
If you livea in the interior of China or among the 
natives of South Africa, you would never hear of 
high blood pressure, because it simply does not ex- 
ist in these countries. However, high blood pressure 
is one of the greatest diseases in America and Can- 
ada and is most likely to be found among those of 
middle age who have lived strenuous lives and 
struggled for success. 

High blood pressure has often been called, “the 
disease of the successful,” but it is entirely possible 
to achieve great success and still keep a normal 
blcod pressure. The blame should not be placed on 
success, but on those careless habits of living and 
on the nervous tension which so often go with a 
successful life, 


Even in good health, the blood pressure is not 
always the seme but varies from time to time and 
during excitement it may go up from 10 to 30 
points. When the condition known as high blood 
pressure first begins, the elevation is of a temporary 
nature, but in later stages the pressure stays too 
high at all times. The person with high blood pres- 
sure is an old person, from the standpoint of health, 
and the person with a normal blood pressure is 
truly young, regardless of years. 

After the age of 20, one of the things you most 
want to know about yourself is what your blood 
pressure is. I would strongly advise each one of 
you to have a blood pressure reading made, if you 
Lave not had this done within the last year. Find 
out if your pressure is too high or too low. If it is

too high, she sooner you discover this fact, the better. 


High blood pressure and hardening of the ar- 
teries ar2 often found together in the same patient. 
They are slow diseases which take years to develop. 
Unless the right treatment is used, they generally 
lead to heart disorders, apoplexy, or serious kidney 
disease. By using the correct treatment for high 
blood pressure, it is possible to forestall these com- 
plications and to reduce the blood pressure to a 
safer levrl. It is also possible to bring about enough 
improvervent in the arteries so that the patient may 
live out a normal life, even if the arteries cannot 
be returned to the soft elastic, “stretchy” state of 
youth 

Neither high blood pressure nor hardening of 
the arteries is a normal condition and both are pro- 
duced chiefly through wrong habits of living which 
throw poisons into the bloodstream which irritate 
the delicate lining of the walls of the arteries. 

In adasition to being irritated by wastes, the ar- 
teries may tighten up as the result of emotional 
worry, or striving for 
success. Every time that you become all keyed up 
like a runner waiting for the starting gun to tell 
him the race has begun, your blood pressure goes 
up. If you are on a nervous tension for any length 


of time, this would play a large part’ in increasing 


your blood pressure. It is a well known fact people

Usually the patient with high blood pressure 
does not know his true condition and this disorder 
is trequently found in those of a chunky, solid build 
who are energetic, have a tendency to overweight, 
and seem to be in fair health. The first signs of the 
trouble are vague and easily overlooked.

tumult and I have no one to 
please but myself.” She added 
that she was not averse to further 
correspondence, and on June 15th 
she wrote Stone, stying: “If you 
have a mind to pay me a visit the 
first part of this Fall I have not 
any objection to make, so you can 
act your pleasure about it.” 

Stone wrote back that he had 
been ill of lake fever and it was 
not until June, 1799, that he trav- 
elled to Burford and the marriage 
took place. There is a letter in 
the family archives dated King- 
ston, Sept. 5, the same year ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Abigail Stone at 
River Cadanoughqua. Their life

The Price of Gold and 


The Price of Work

When the Prince of Orange

The nationai money was in such a condition as to 
cause grave concern to men of fortune and to cause riots 
in every market-place. It was before the time of banks and 
banknotes. The coins ‘vere the golden guineas and silver 
shillings end multiples. ‘The silver coins had been made 
by hand craftsmen, and were somewhat irregular in size 
and soft, making the shaving off of some silver from each 
coin easy and profitabie. The result was that on a nation- 
wide scale there was suspicion of each silver coin, and 
fights and riots in the markets. 


The golden guinea rose to thirty shillings, and when a 
‘aw was passed prohibiting the passing of the guinea at 
more than twenty-two shillings the holders of guineas 
locked them up, leaving the public to a straight diet of 
clipped silver coin. 


Although it was before the age of the machine, there 
was a continuous unemployment problem. Technocracy, and 
the displacement cf man by machine, could not be blamed; 
and therefore cannot be blamed now. The average of un- 
employment percentages are given as from twelve to fif- 
teen per cent., rising to over twenty per cent. when the 
golden guinea reached thirty shillings, 


A farm laborer was paid six shillings per week in most 
districts; laborers on construction and in industries were 
paid from seven to eight shillings per week, so that a gol- 
den guinea had risen to a value of about one month's work. 


They sieeded then, just as we need now, a major finan- 
cial operation. The difference is that they got theirs. 


There was a national rccoinage of all silveramoney. All 
the old clipped coinage was called in and redeemed at par. 
The owner of a bad goid coin got a good new one. The loss 
on this trade was paid by the general body of the taxpayers 
through the setting aside of the Window Tax to meet the 
loss. The result was to establish absolute public confidence 
in the new money, and instead of a wild scramble for gold, 
the price of the golden guinea came down by easy stages 
without ccmpulsion of law to about twenty-one shillings. 


Then the Bank of England was incorporated to deal 
with bullion, bills of exchange, and exchequer finance. This 
had the effect of lifting the load of government finance 
from the coinage, and icft much more money in cireulation 
for-commercial business, 


It was the beginning of the gradual rise in the standard 
of living and of establishment of a fairer standard of wages 
and salaries which, interrupted temporarily one hundred 
years later by the Napcleonic wars, and finally given added 
unpetus by the passing of the Reform Bills between 1830 
and 1840 and the consequent opening of the gates of world 
commerce, brought about the prosperity of the later Vic- 
torian years. 

The problems were just as acute as those of today and 
were settied by money expansion and trade expansion; not 
by money contraction and trade contraction. This last two 
lead to national collapse and nation-wide distress always, 
and everywhere.
